rt Prescribes Penaltlps For Contrac- 
tors Who Permit or Require Their 
Workmmi to Work Longer. 



Both Fine and Imprisonment Are Pro- 
vided For Violation of tho Law— 
Juitico Harlan Oallvarad 
tha Opinion. 

Washington, Dec. 1. — The supreme 
court of the United States Monday 
sustained the validttir of the Kaasaa 
aet prescribing eight hours as a law- 

fol day's work on all puMlc works, 
and prescribing pcnaltlc^s for contrac- 
tors who permit or require their work- 
men to work longer. 

The Kansas law, whose validity was 
called Into question in the suit, was 
enacted In 1901 and provided that 
eight hours should constitute a day's 
■work for worlimen employod by or on 
behalf of the state, or by any county 
or city or other municipality in the 
state. It also prohibits contractors 
from requiring laborers engaged on 
worlv for the state to perform more 
than eight hours' labor in a day. Both 
fine and imprisonment are provided 
for violation of the law. The case de- 
cided Tuesday was that of W. W. At- 
kins, Ts. The State of Kansas. Atkins 
had had a contract with the corpora- 
tion of Kansas City, Kan., for paving 
and be was charged with requiring a 
workman named Reese to labor ten 
hours a day. He was prosecuted in 
the state courts, where the decisions 
■were iiniformly against him. Atkina 
appealed from the decision of the state 
supreme court to the federal supreme 
court, alleging that the statute is in 
violation of the first section ot the 
lith amendment to the constitution; 
that it denies him due protection of 
the law and deprived him of his prop- 
erty without due process. 

The opinion was based on the the- 
ory that all the municipalities of a 
state are the creations of the state; 
that work for them is of a public char- 
acter and does not infringe on the 
personal liberty of any one. He then 
added: 

"Whatever may have been the mo- 
tives that controlled the enactment of 
the statute in question, we can im-. 
agine no possible ground to dispute 

the power of the state to declare that 
no one undertaking work for it or for 
one of its municipal agencies shall 
permit or require an employe on such 
work to labor In excess of eight hours 
each in the day and to inflict punish- 
ment upon contractors who disre.gard 
such a regulation. It ran not be deem- 
ed a part of the liliorty of any contrac- 
tor that he be allowed to do public 
work in any mode he may choose to 
adopt without regard to the wish of 
the state. On the contrary, it belongs 
to the state, as tlic f;uardian and trus- 
toe for its people, to prt^scribe tlie con- 
ditions upon which it will permit pub- 
lic work to be done. No court has 
authority to review its action in that 
respect. Regulations on this subject 
is suggest only considerations of pub- 
lic policy. And with such considera- 
tions that courts have no concern." 

Taking up the question of public 
policy. Justice Harlan said: 

"If it be contended to be the right 
of every one to dispose of his labor 
upon such terms as he deems best — 
as undoubtedly it is — and that to make 
a criminal oifense for a contractor for 
pnMio work to permit or require his 
MBployes to perform labor upon that 
.work in excess of eight hours each 
diiy Is In derogation of the liberty ot 
employes and employer, it is sufflclent 
answer that no one Is entitled, of ab- 
solute right and as a part of his lib- 
erty, to perform labor for the vtate; 
and no contractor for public work can 
excuse a violation of his lawful agree- 
ment with the state by doing that 
which the statute under which be pro- 
ceeds distinctly forbids him to do."

Two Men Killed, One MorUlly and 
Anollior aerieusly Woimde^ 

Hodgenvllle, Ky., Dec. 1. — Two men 
were killed, one mortally wounded and 
another seriously hurt in the Pike View 
neighborhood of Hart county Sunday 
night. The dead are: Squire Osborne, 
Dave Osborne, his son. Wounded: 
Will Gardner, mortally; John Bennett. 
The alleged murderer, Custer Gard- 
ner, a young farmer, was caught at 
Bllsabethtown Monday after a desper- 
ate struggle and was taken to Mun- 
fordville and lodged in Jail. 

Under cover of darkness, wliilc tliP 
intended victims were sitting around 
the fireside, the assassin crept to the 
window of the room and, placing his 
Winchester near the glass, fired sev- 
eral times. Squire Osborne fdl to 
the floor dead, his head torn almost 
off. His son, Dave Osborne, was shot 
through the heart and Will Gardner 
was wounded in .the abdopien. John 
Bennett's left arm was shattered by a 
ball. 

Squire Osborne is a district magis- 
trate. Tho trouble had its inception 
in a family quarrel, which developed 
Into a factional fight. Gardner has 
heretofore borne a good reputation. 

The tragedy has caused tho great- 
est excitement in years in T^nie, Hart 
and Hardin counties, where the i)rin- 
cipals are well known and have many 
relatives.

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 1.— The Ken- 
tucky election commissicm Monday is- 
sued a certificate of election to con- 
gress from the Eleventh district to Dr. 
W. Godfrey Hunter, of Cumberland 
county, late minister to Guatemala. 
He was elected at the special election 
held on November 10 last, to succeed 
the late Vincent Boreing and to fill out 
an unexpired term of one year. The 
official vote stood: Dr. Hunter, 6,227; 
D. C. Edwards, 6,112, and John D. 
White, 4,457. All are republicans. 
There was no democratic candidate 
for the office. I^dwards and White ob- 
jected to the giving of a certificate to 
Dr. Hunter, and threatened a contest 
in Washington before congress. 

Dr. Hunter left here Monday nieht 
for Washington to file his certificate 
and take his seat. He notified Speak- 
er Joseph O. Cannon, of the honse of 
representatives, by wire of his having 
received a certificate of election, also 
that the si)eaker will not overlook him 
In committee assignments. Dr. Hun- 
ter is the only republican congressman 
from Kentucky.

The Latter Say They Are Willing to 
Hang Without a Wink If They 
See Msnc, the Squealer, 
Hanged First. 

Chicago, Dec. 1.— The youthful self- 
confessed murderers and train rob- 
bers, Peter Neldermeier, Harvey Van 
Dine, Gustav Marx and Emil Roeskl, 
were arraigned in court Monday night. 
Marx pleaded guUty to all the charges 
against him, hot his three accomplices 
pleaded not guilty. 

During the afternoon the prisoners 
were removed from tho Harrison po- 
lice Station to the county Jail, where 
they will remain until brought to trial. 

No excitement marked the trip to 
the jail. Eisch prisoner was placed in 
a separate patrol wagon and was 
guarded by seven policoiucn and two 
deputy sheriffs. During the journey 
Roeski Joked with one of the police- 
men and sarcastically said: "I would 
like to have yoa alone fbr Just one 
minute." 

Shortly before the prisoners were 
removed to the county jail Marx was 
confronted with his three accomplices. 
Marx's confession implicating Van 
Dine, Neldermeier and Roeskl, was 
read to the prisoners. The bandits ar- 
rested in Indiana refused to confirm 
or deny the contents of tiie message. 
They were then asked to tell whatever 
more they had to say concerning their 
career. 

"I am willing to hang without the 
wink of an eye if I see Marx, the 
squealer, bang first," Van Dine said. 

"The same hero," Neldermeier add- 
ed. 

"Ton fellows got no more than you 

deserved," Marx said. "Some time 
ago," Marx said to the Inspector of po- 
lice, "I met the l)iinch in Orleans 
street, where we intended to rob the 
American expn ss wagon and I forgot 
my large gun. This angered the boys 
and they told me to leave them. I 
walked away and when 50 feet away 
a bullet passed through the brim of 
my hat. It was fired by one of these 
fellows. I got revenge." 

Neldermeier admitted to the police 
that he and Van Dine had made an at- 
tempt to kill Mark. Roeski also said 
that he had narrowly esi aped murder 
at the hands of his accomplices. 



All Those Quilty ef Acte of Violence 
Will Be Tried By the Courts. 

Chicago, Dec. 1.— The question re- 
garding the relation to work of em- 
ployes of the Chicago City railway, 

who were guilty of acts of violence 
during the course of tlie recent strike, 
will be settled by the courts. Thirty- 
five of the men have not been rein- 
stated. At the time the peace nego- 
tiations were In progress between 
Mayor Harrison, the aldermanic media- 
tion committee and the offlcial.s of the 
company, the mayor promised the 
strikers that he would see to It that 
none of the deserving strikers should 
be refused reftistatement. The 'men 
who have been locked out by the com- 
pany appealed to Mayor Harrison. At 
a (oiiference between tho mayor and 
E. R. Bliss, general counsel for the 
company, it was agreed to leave the 
matter to the decision of the courts. 

Those who were arrested for com- 
mitting acts of violence during the 
strike will be tried in the courts, and 
all who are acquitted will bo rein- 
stated

BATTLE OF FRANKLIN, TENN. 



Negroes Joined in the Search For the 
Culprits aiid Were Apparently as 
Eager to Have Them Lynch- 
ed as the White*. 

Shreveport, La.. Dee. 1. — In the pres- 
ence of a crowd of about 1,200 per- 
sons, composed of whites and Negroee, 
Phil Davis, Walter Carter and Clint 
Thomas, all Negroes, were lynched 
Monday afternoon about 1 o'clock 
within a short distance of Belcher, 
which Is 20 miles from Shreveport. 
The men were executed for the partic- 
ipating in the fUtal shooting of Rob- 
ert Adger, one of the most popular 
business men in North Ix>ul8lana. 

The Negroes confessed their crime. 
They stated that they were trying new 
guns and when Adger appeared on the 
street thought it quite natural to turn 
the guns on htm. No shots were fired 
at. the lynching, the Negroes all being 
hanged to a single limb of a tree. Two 
of tho Negroes under arrest, Samuel 
Lee and Peter Thomas, were released. 
Lee proved that be had attempted to 
prevent the Negroes from shooting 
Adger and Thomas and beyond the 
fact that ho wag'l^o tri^tened to 
shoot. 

Phil Davis and Walter Carter were 
captured Sunday afternoon several 
miles from the scene of their crime. 
Clint Thomas was caught later about 

a mile and a half from Belcher. 

The Negroes were taken before 
Adger and confessed their ( rime. 

They were held In concea'mcnt un- 
til shortly before 1 o'clock Monday, 
when they were taken cut and hanged. 
Davis is said to he an ex-convict and 
Walter Carter was forced to flee from 
Mansfieiii. La.. al)out a year ago for 
insulting a white woman. 

The Negroes of Belcher Joined in 
the search for the men and were ap- 
parently as eager to have them lynch- 
ed as the whites. One Negrr) was ore- 
sented by the whit(»s with a p!irse of 
nearl.v $100 for the iiarl he took in the 
pursuit. The Negroes were given an 
opportunity to pray before hanged.
